BOOZE RAID IN LTFTLtfSTOWN 
Acting on a lead found in examina- 


tion of the books of the Williams 
Chemical laboratories, it is said Fed- 
eral Prohibition officers Thursday af- 
ternoon swooped down on the Littles- 
town hotel. Littlestown, Joseph Krug. 
proprietor, and on the residence of 
Krug's brother, Milton Krug, in the 
same town and found a large quan- 
tity of denatured alcohol and liquor. 
The so-called Williams'Chemical lab- 
oratories are located in the property 
of Charles F. Welsh, proprietor of the 
Hotel Penn, York, and former Hano- 
vfcr hotel proprietor. Welsh is also 
said to be at the head of the Wil- 
liams Chemical laboijatories. Follow- 
ing reports that the Williams Chem- 
ical 
laboratories 
were consuming 


enormous quantities of denatured al- 
cohol intended for the manufacture of 
liniments, an investigation was made 
Thursday by Federal agents. It was 
learned that the officers searched the 
books of the company and are reporlt- 
ed to have learned that unusually 
large amounts of "liniment" were sold 
to individuals. 
Following this in- 


vestigation, under direction of Fred 
W. Kottcamp, acting group head of 
enforcement agents: Mclntire, Mc- 
Clure and Smith, a trio of Prohibition 
enforcement officers, and two State 
Policemen, armed with proper search 
warrants, issued by U. S. Commission- 
er Samuel K. McCall, proceeded to 
Littlestown, where the hotel and resi- 
dence of the Krugs were raMed. 


In the search of the hotel the agents 


found, back of the bar, one 1-gal. glass 
container of liquor, and, in other parts 
of the hotel, one 1-gal. glass container 
of the same kind of stuff; and one 5- 
gal. metal container! of liquor, and 
fifteen 5-gal. metal containers, emp- 
ty. At the residence of Millton Krug, 
three barrels of alcohol were found 
-in an outhouse. These were covered 
with heaw canvas. The barrels are 
marked: "Denatured alcohol from De- 
natured Warehouse, No. 21, District of 
Maryland." 
All of the seized goods were load- 


ed! on a truck and taken to the Fed- 
eral building in Hanover 
for 
safe 


keeping.' The cargo of liquor was 
heavily guarded No arrests were 
made that nght. It was stated that 
the Krugs were "out of town." said 
to be in Maryland. Proper informa> 
tions will be made and warrants is- 
sued for the arrest of the persons 
whom the government agents will con- 
nect up witlh the affailr. 
It is reported that the Williams 


concern secures denatured alcohol 
through a government permit ' on 
which it is required that the pur- 
chase^ states the need for such alco- 
hol. Not satisfied that as much as 
300 gallons of the supposed liniment 
can be consumed by any one individl- 
ual the matter was referred to feder- 
al prohibition enforcement agents.

Mr. Thompson recalls vivid'- 
ly his Civil War experience and he 
laughs as he relates "the good times 
we had at Hunterstown." He resid- 
ed in that part of the county for a 
number of year. 
When the Civil War 


broke out, Mr. Thompson was a sailor 
ou a British merchantman.

While in New York harbor, he decid- 
ed to join the Union Army. He fought 
in many of the important conflicts of 
the war and was wounded at the bat- 
tle of Gettysburg. Recalling the fer- 
tile fields within Adams county, Mr. 
Thompson returned here when he was 
discharged from the army. He mar- 
ried! an Adams county gh;'l and lived 
the greater part of his life in and 
about Gettysburg.

State Highway Department KO amiss, 
the one-way bridge on the Lincoln 
Highway across Swift Run, 3 miles 
west of New Oxford, will be replaced 
with a modern concrete structure 24 
feet wide. This is the only one-way 
bridge on the State road in the coun- 
ty, altho many others exist on county 
and township roads. Located as it is 
in a depression beeween two hills, 
one of them exceptionally steep, the 
Swift Run bridge has been the scene 
of many near accidents among tour- 
ists who misjudge the width of the 
roadway at that place. The roadway 
on the bridge is less than 14 feet, 
making it all but impossible fur two 
automobiles to pass without locking 
wheels. It was on this bridge last 
June, that Samuel Wolf, 
late of 


New Oxford, lost his life when a wheel 
of the wagon in which he was riding, 
struck the concrete sidewall, it is be- 
lieved, and threw him out on his head. 
The concrete sidewaltg on both ap- 
proaches to the bridge itself are fun- 
nel-shaped, and drivers 
unfamiliar 


with the road frequently hit these con- 
verging abutments.

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GATHER IN WHEAT 


Farmers of Western Canada Re- 


joice at Harvest. 


Largest Crop in the History of the 


Fertile Provinces May Be Con- 


sidered ^Assured. 


Reports of Western Canada's wheat 


crop, which may be considered fairly 
accurate, as they are made at the 
end of the season, when the crop is 
fully 
harvested, would 
indicate 
a 


yield of between 350,000,000 and 370,- 
000,000 bushels from a total acreage 
of 21,471,000. 
This is the greatest 


yield in the history of the provinces 
of Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Al- 
berta. This Immense yield has only 
been harvested through the combined 
energies of all public bodies — rail- 
ways and governments. 
It required 


the assistance, outside of that locally 
employed, of upward of 40,000 men. 
These were brought into the country 
from the East, the West and the 
South, by trainloads, and rushed for- 
ward at "express speed, to be placed in 
the different districts, under the direc- 
tion of officials who were kept advised 
daily, by wire, of the needs. 


As a result of this combined effort 


the largest wheat crop in the history 
of the West was successfully harvest- 
ed. The threshing reports show that 
almost universally, in every section 
of the country, the grain graded high. 
In very few places did rain interfere 
with stacking. 
The province of Mani- 


toba was the first to complete thresh- 
ing, very few fields being left at the 
time of writing. 


Portions of Saskatchewan that had 


suffered from' drought for the past 
two or three years reaped a crop that 
largely made up for past disappoint- 
ments. 
* 


In Alberta there was a strange con- 


dition. In the central district, always 
noted for its heavy yields, there was 
considerable of a falling off. Instead 
of the 35 and 40 bushel yields the 
average ran from 10 to 12, while in 
southern portions, where drought had 
affected the country for some time 
past, there were exceptionally high 
yields. 


Reports of individual yields in dif- 


ferent portions of the three provinces 
lead to the impression that when 
threshing returns are in there will be 
found to have been a much better crop 
than at present seems possible. Some 
of these returns give individual farm- 
ers as getting as high as 45 bushels 
others 35, and so on, while in some 
districts, where in early August not 
more than 8 or 10 bushels might be 
looked for, 15 and 18 bushels are re- 
corded, the improvement having been 
brought about by rains that worked 
marvels in the appearance, of the crop. 
And tnen, too, instead of the head 
carrying four rows, most of them car- 
ried six rows, and filled to the top, 
which, to those who know, means at 
least fifty per cent more. 


The rye crop of all Western Can- 


ada is exceptionally good; the oats 
generally good and barlay fair. 


The weather at the time of writing 


is threatening for a rainy spell, which 
may interfere with threshing, and pro- 
long it somewhat. 


Most of the newcomers from the 


States have excellent crops. During 
August, the trains to Western Canada 
carried hundreds of capitalists and 
others interested in Western Canada 
land, going up to take care of the crop 
that they had arranged to have put 
in on the land they owned.

Sip- 
ple entered the portals of Rockview "at 
peace with his Creator." He made a 
clean confession of the crime for 
which he was convicted. Referring 
to the slaying, the Kentuckey youth 
stated that as he was going to bed 
that night he thought 


"I am going to-bed now and 11 the 


Devil wakes me up before 12 o'clock 
I am going to do the job." As near 
as he could tell, Sipple said, he woke 
up about 15 minutes of 12. Then he 
proceeded to carry out a plan* lurk- 
ing in hig mind for several days— 
"something" urging him on during 
these days and with an iron bar he 
beat upon the heads of the men. At 
his trial in York the defense of Sip- 
ple was/ tliaifl he woke up and found 
himself going through a trunk, and 
Uipon looking about, found the bodies 
of hie fellow workers. 


The 
crime 
was 
committed 
on 


the night of May 12-13, 1919. For two 
years Sipple evadied capture. He fled 
to the hilfe of Kentucky. In the in- 
terim he hit upon the defense of som- 
nambulism. Sipple, said, according to 
Turnkey Horn, that about the time of 
the commission of the crime he was 
not feeling well. He 
-dttdn't go to 


work for two days. Walked around 
the country instead. On the first day 
he was off duty something prompted 
him, or told him to kill the two men, 
get their money and leave. He was 
homesick. He dismissed the thought 
from his mind on thai day. On the 
following day the same prompting, or 
the same "something" came to him 
again. He said thst he could have 
gotten the money about $50 without 
kiiling the men. but the Impulse to 
kill came to him. 


The youth was about 22 years old. 
At the conclusion of a religious ser- 


vice Rev. Mr. Minsker, facing Sipple, 
said: "Brother, how do you feel?" Sip- 
Die* in a clear tone of voice looking 
into, the face of his spiritual adviser 
replied: "I feel alright. I have cour- 
age. 
I can go through the ordeal."

Hlnkle paid frequent vis- 
its to his wife and cbiklren.

The woman broke down

of neajtaippeanance.

Farmers of Western Canada Re- 
joice at Harvest, 


Largest Crop In the 
History of 
th# 
Fertile Provinces May Be Con- 
sidered Assured. 


Ri^ports oi Wpstem Canarln's wheat 
crop, which may be considpred fairly 
accurate, as they are made at 
the 
end of the season, when the crop Is 
fully 
harvested, 
would 
Indicate 
a 
yield of between 350,000.000 and 370,- 
000,000 bushels from a total acreage 
of 21,471,000. 
This is the 
greatest 
yield In the history of the provinces 
of Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
and Al- 
berta. 
This Immense yield has only 
been harvested Uirough the combined 
energies 
of 
all 
public 
bodies—rail- 
ways and governments. 
It required 
the assistance, outside of that locally 
employed, of upward of 40,000 men. 
These were brought into the country 
from tlie East, 
the West 
and 
the 
South, by trainloads, and rushed for- 
ward at express speetl, to bo placed in 
the dilTerent districts, under the direc- 
tion of oillcials who were kept advised 
daily, by wire, of the needs. 


As a result of this combined effort 
the largest wheat crop in the history 
of the West -was successfully harvest- 
ed. 
The threshing reports show that 
almost 
universally, in every 
section 
of the countr5% the grain graded high. 
In very few places did rain interfere 
with stacking. 
The province of Mani- 
toba was the first to complete thresh- 
ing, very few flelds being left at the 
time Qt writing. 


Portions of Saskatchewan that had 
suffered from drought for the past 
two or three years reaped a crop that 
largely made up for past disappoint- 
ments. 
* 


In Alberta there was a strange con- 
dition. 
In the central district, always 
noted for Its heavy yields, there was 
considerable of a falling off. 
Instead 
of the 35 and 40 bushel yields the 
average ran from 10 to 12, while in 
southern portions, where drought had 
affected the country for some time 
past, there wore exceptionally 
high 
yields. 


Reports of Individual yields In dif- 
ferent portions of the three provinces 
lead 
to 
the 
impression 
that 
when 
threshing returns are In there will be 
found to have been a much better crop 
than at present seems possible. 
Some 
of these returns give individual farm- 
ers as getting as high as 45 bushels 
others So, and so on, while in some 
districts, where In early August not 
more than 8 Or 10 bushels might be 
looked for, 15 and 18 bushels are re- 
corded, the Improvement having been 
brought about by rains that worked 
marvels in the appearance-of the crop. 
And then, too. Instead of the head 
carrying four rows, most of them car- 
ried six rows, and filled to the top. 
. 
which, to those who know, means at 
A^least fifty per cent more. 


The rye crop of all Western Can- 
ada Is exceptionally good; the oats 
generally good and barjoy fair. 


The weather at the time of writing 
is threatening for a rainy spell, which 
may interfere Avith threshing, and pro- 
long It somewhat. 


Most of the newcomers from the 
States have excellent crops. 
During 
August, the trains to Western Canada. 
carried 
hundreds of capitalists 
and 
others interested In Western Canada 
land, going up to take care of the crop 
that they had arranged to have put 
in on tlie land they owned. 
Very few 
of them will be disappointed.—Adver- 
tisement.
